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RUTLAND — 1853. According to a note at the bottom of this pencil sketch, 
it was done at the Rutland and Burlington Railroad Station House in Rutland, 
Vt., July 6, 1858. The church tower in the distance is apparently the old 
Trinity (Episcopal) Church which was located on the west side of North Main 
St,, not far from the intersection of West St. The fine detail is most interesting. 
Especially note the washing on the line in the foreground. (See EDITOR'S 
NOTE for the story behind this sketch).
